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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, page 12, filed 2/18/2010, with respect to 
the rejection of previous claims 4 and 16 (subject matter now incorporated into 
independent claims 1 and 16) under 35 USC 103(a) as obvious in view of USPN 
4,819,720 to Howard and the EAWS document have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an aircraft floor heating system 
comprising first hollow chambers in the floor in fluid communication with an avionics bay 
and second hollow chambers in a cargo door in fluid communication with the first hollow 
chambers, or a method for heating the floor of an aircraft comprising conveying air over 
electronic equipment in an avionics bay of an aircraft to cool the equipment and warm 
the air, conveying the warm air to first hollow chambers below a cabin floor and after 
having flowed through the first hollow chambers, through second hollow chambers 
defined by cargo door panels.
